After four days of tough negotiation, coupmakers and 
civilians today made several proposals and counterpro- 
posals for reinstating President Miguel Trovoada, top- 
pled a week ago, and this renders Angolan mediator 
Venacio de Moura’s task far from easy. The issue at 
stake has not changed: finding a formula for soldiers to 
return to barracks “honorably.” In a six-point document, 
which provided the basis for talks, which began on 18 
August, the coup makers demanded “special status with 
general amnesty." 


According to Gabriel Costa, Mr. Trovoada’s perma- 
nent undersecretary, such special status cannot mean the 
"complete impunity” of soldiers, considering the "“ex- 
ceptional gravity” of their act. However, interviewed 
by Portuguese Radio TSF [expansion unknown], Mr. 
Costa, who is representing Mr. Trovoada at the talks, 
added that "we are going to find a way to ensure that 
persons involved in the coup d'etat are not tormented.” 
The only sticking point is the way the “restoration of 
legality" is going to be carried out. The soldiers want 
their amnesty to come into effect simultaneously with 
President Trovoada’s return to the helm of affairs. The 
civilians want them to first submit to constitutional le- 
gality. Since his arrival in Sao Tome on 18 August, 
Angolan Foreign Minister Venancia de Moura has been 
working hard at finding a compromise. 


Official Prime Minister Carlos Graca observed today 
that the talks were proceeding “smoothly.” However, 
the mediator’s task has been further complicated by de- 
mands by protagonists who keep petitioning him on var- 
ious issues, thus holding back the signing of an agree- 
ment, a diplomatic source noted today in Sao Tome. 
Yesterday evening for instance, President Trovoada de- 
manded that the talks continue at the Presidential Palace 
and not at the residence of the Angolan ambassador. 
Mr. Trovoada also demanded that a Gabonese media- 
tor be seconded to the Angolan minister. After several 
contacts, however, Mr. Trovoada’s representatives made 
no reference to these demands today. “There is no point 
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in increasing the number of arbitrators in this affair," 
a Western diplomatic source explained. Mr. Moura’s 
efforts were also greatly frustrated yesterday by a dis- 
agreement between the coup makers and civilians over 
the actual organization of the negotiations. While the 
soldiers demanded separate talks with representatives of 
official establishments, these institutions demanded the 
holding of a plenary session. Today, it was the turn of 
political parties to petition the mediator. They are also 
seeking to push forward "proposals" aimed at ensuring 
the return to civil rule as soon as possible.

Election Reportedly Postponed for Another Year

The Ugandan Constituent Assembly on Monday [21 
August] postponed for another year elections that were 
scheduled to be held in the country next December. 


The 288-member assembly, debating the country’s new 
constitution which it is due to promulgate in October, 
resolved that presidential and parliamentary elections 
be delayed for a year to give Ugandan President 
Yoweri Museveni’s government time to put in place 
the necessary laws that will govern the polls. 


This gives Museveni a third consecutive extension 
without holding of any election. 


A motion tabled by Museveni’s minister of state for 
defense Amama Mbabazi, who is a member of the as- 
sembly, said that his government needed at least three 
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months after the promulgation of the new constitution 
for parliament to enact electoral laws for both presi- 
dential and parliamentary elections. He said four more 
months will be needed for civic education and another 
period for campaigning, and four more weeks after 
the law has been put in place for the appointment of 
the electoral commission that will organize the polls. 
Mbabazi further argued that his proposal, which was 
adopted by the assembly, would fall in line with the 
proposed conclusion of the constitution-making exer- 
cise by September and the possible promulgation of the 
supreme law by the first half of October. 


The interim electoral commission, which also organized 
the last Constituent Assembly elections, said in a 
paper that the original provisional programme had been 
planned to stretch from July this year to February next 
year, with the thought that the new constitution would 
have been in place by last June. 


The electoral commission observed also that funds to be 
provided by the government and the donor community 
to meet the implementation of the electoral plans will 
be made available only to the appointed Electoral 
Commission which will only be in place after parliament 
passes a law governing the “modus operandi” of the 
electoral exercise. 


It is the third time Museveni’s government has post- 
poned the election — the first one being in 1989, when 
the government pleaded with parliament to extend its 
life for another five years when the first four-year term 
was about to expire. At the time Museveni argued that 
he wanted to be allowed time to complete his pro- 
grammes, which included constitutional reforms and re- 
habilitation of the country’s infrastructure that was ran 
down by two decades of civil strife. The elections were 
again postponed toward the end of last year when the 
five-year extension was about to expire, this time be- 
cause ihe constitution was not yet in place. 


The new extension had to run up to December 1995 
when the elections were first scheduled.

The Cabinet go-ahead on demobilisation, given ai its 
meeting last week, confines demob to non-statutory 
force meiabers not under contract to the SANDF befor< 
August 16. 


Describing it as a “topical and sensitive issue’, Modise 
said demob was necessary because integration of the 
former SA Defence Force, MK, APLA, and the armie: 
of Bophuthatswana, Venda, Transkei and Ciskei meani 
SA currently had a force “well in excess of defence 
needs and a cost factor that we cannot afford. This 
demands a process of rationalisation to bring the force 
strength down to an affordable level.” 


Demob is to consist of two phases — physical demor 
with a gratuity, and preparation for reintegration int 
civil society. The first MK and APLA members to ¢: 
are those at Wallmannsthal who have declined full- 
time service in the SANDF or are unable to serve duc 
to age, ill heaith or lack of minimum standards. Aisc 
included are veterans who have been sent on leave 
pending demob, and 291 members of regional service 
Corps units serving al various regional commands. 


A second group will be demobilised on a regional basi» 
from January and the process should be over by the end 
of the current financial year. 


The Government is offering financial compensatic:: 
based on duration of certified service in the forces in- 
volved. ‘There are five categories. These are for MK and 
APLA members who entered the nonstatutory service 
from January 1 1961 to December 31 1972 (gratuity of 
R42,058, taxable after R30,000); January 1 1972 to De- 
cember 31 1976 (R34,313, taxable after R30,000); Jan- 
uary 1 1977 to December 31 1982 (R28,721); January 
1 1983 to December 31 1989 (R20,201); and January | 
1990 to March 26 1994 (R12,734). 


They wiil also be eligible for special pension benefits 
As part of the reintegration into society programme. 
personnel will be able to opt for a service corps contract 
for 18 months, during which time they will rece've « 
monthly allowance plus free board and accommodation 
Those getting a gratuity will not be able to combine 


their service years to qualify for a large amount. MP«. 
provincial legislature assembly members and senator 
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who also served in MK and APLA forces are not eligible 
for compensation. 


Modise said rationalisation would be carried out once 
demob had been finalised and integration completed. 
Ratioralisation — which, he emphasised, “will incorpo- 
rate the principles of tair labour practice” — is sched- 
uled to begin on April 1 next year and be completed by 
April 1999. Details are still being worked out. 


Persons who lose their jobs as a result of rationalisation
